The carbolic 
acid which she gave to the children is be- 
Heved to have been hidden in the house for 
several days. : 

Sister Discovers the Victims, 

Mrs. Berne placed the three children on her 
bed, and gave each a teaspoonful of carbolic 
acid, and swallowed the rest. An hour later 
Rosa Herman, sister of Mra. Berna, found the 
mother and the children apparently dying. 

Mise Herman, who is eighteen years old, 
summoned Dr. F. A. Olms, from Hampshire. 
Before the arrival of the doctor, however, 
George, the two month old baby, had died. 

Several hours later Mrs. Berna became 

conscious and then, for the firet time in many 
days, her delusions disappeared and she be- 
came rational. 
“Don’t blame me, Papa,” she said, “I 
loved them even more than you did, but I 
couldn’t bear to see them become mothérless. 
I knew that I was going to die soon. Maybe 
you didn’t think so, but Iknewthatit couldn't 
be far off. Go I decided to take them with 
me."’ 

Husband Holds Her Blamelegs. 
The woman then asked about the youngest 
baby, George. 

‘“‘Is Georgie—how is he?” she asked.
